SMALL-POX. 


Report of the Hindi State Board of 
Health. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
SPRINGFIELD, III. Dec. 8.—The State Board of 
Health today submitted their annual report to 
the Governor. In their report they say: “The 
most important part of this work was that with 
reference to small-pox, beginning with the 
‘circular on the. prevention of that 
disease, first published in March, three subse- 
quent editions, in English, German, and Scan- 
@inavian, deu issued during the year. 
Without anticipating the detailed history of the 
| measures finally enforced to secure the result 
recommended dy the Chicago Small-Pox Con- 
ference, it may here be stated that hostility 
and opposition from various interested parties 
defeated the attempt to secure legislation 
by Congress, and postponed the adoption of the 
other measures until the tollowing June, when 
the National Board of Health inaugurated its 
immigrant-inspection service. Meaawhile, it 
had cost municipalities and citizeus of Illinois. 
during the preceding twelve months, not less 
than $100,000 to care for outbreaks 
of esmall-pox directly caused by these 
unprotected immigrants. This is the actual 
money cost, and does not include the con- 
structive cost of injury to business, loss of time, 
money value of life, etc. Since the beginning of 
these inspections—of which the Secretary of 
this board is Supervising Inspector for the 
Western District—there bas not been a single 
outbreak in the State due to immigrants, 
and only one case developed among 
the immigrants themselves after coming 
within the purview of the service. Among other 
strictly sanitary work may be mentioned the 
sanitary care and policing of railway stations, 
dangers of summer 


— localities, with suggestions of relief, 
etc.. entailing a large office correspondence, as 
well as numerous personal visits to various lo- 
calities. Ou the subject of smali-pox alove 
there were written 91 letters of special advice 
and instruction.”’

MATERNAL CRUELTY. 

A Little Child Su@ering from Small- 
Pox Driven trom me by Its Heart- 
less Mother.

BALriuokR. Md., Dec. 8—A brutal case of 
abandonmept and cruelty was brought to light 
today by the discovery of a child, suffering with 
small- pox and nearly frozen, iying in an open 
yard of a house in South Baltimore. The case 
was discovered early this morning by. the in- 
mates of yurd No. 202 Hamburg street, in whose 
bouse the child, Susan Green, aged 9 years, was 
found. It was at once reported to the health of- 
fice, and Iuspector Brown was dispatehed to 
the scene. Upon entering the yard he

proné upon its back was the little sufferer, 
nearly uaked, its only covering being a few 
filthy rags. The ground was frozen hard, while 
under and around the child there were

The cbiid was benumbed by the intense cold and 
unable to utter a word when placed in the am- 
bulance and removed to the Quarantine Hos- 
pital. Upon inquiry it was learned that the mother 
of the child, wuo lives in the oeighborbuod, upon 
discovering lust Wight that the child bad the 
smali-pox ut once sent her out in the cold to 
find u shelter wherever she could, and it is 
thought the child wandered about until de- 
numbed by the cold. She entered the yurd to 
seek refuge, and, fearing to ask admission to 
the house, fainted from exposure. The mother, 
upon being told of the case, remarked that she 
bad “no time to fool with ber”; that she had a 
place out at service which paid her better than 
looking after a child with smali-pox.” The vase 
has caused some excitement in the neigubor- 
hood. It is one that comes under law re- 
centiy passed probibiting the removal without 
authority of the Healtn Board of any persons 
suffering with the smail-pox. The Health Com- 
missioner will prosecute the mother to the full 
extent of the law.

In IIlinois the prac- 
tice is different. When a successful crimi- 
nal lawyer in this State makes a motion for a 
change of venue on account of prejudice the 
presiding Judge does not rebuke him for in- 
solence, or send him to jail for contempt, or 
overrule the motion. Even though 
the Judge may have been ignorant 
of the name of the defendant up to 
the time of the motion, and of the 
crime of whichhe is accused; the motion is 
granted as of course. The prejudice of the 
Judge is presumed to exist without proof of 
its existence. It goes on thé record of the 
court that the Judge appointed to try the 
case was unfitted by reason of prejudice, yet 
denied that he was prejudiced and sought to 
sit in judgment upon a prisoner towards 
whom he was mentally incapable of acting 
fairly. Every motion so made and granted 
in Illinois is an insult to the presiding Judge 
and a scandal and reproach upon the criminal 
laws of the State and upon the people who 
tolerate them. Not one motion in a thousand 
for a continuance or achange of venue on 
the score of prejudice is made in good faith. 
They are for the most part made for pur- 
poses of delay. Only the guilty have any- 
thing to gain by delay. The innocent crave 
nothing but a speedy trial, full and fair in- 
vestigation, and prompt acquittal. The law 


and peremptory continuances and changes of 
venue on the score of “prejudice” is there- 
foreframed in the interests of the criminal 
classes ahd their attorneys, and is a travesty 
on the forms of orderly and efficient judicial 
procedure.

Tue President has recommended to Con- 
gress the repeal of the taxes on fermented 
liquors, and there is a faction in Congress 
who. propose the repeal also of the taxes on 
spirituous liquors. The repeal of these taxes 
is demanded as a relief to sufferimz manu- 
fawturers and to the people. Tur Trinune 

— published a series of letters from 
both distillers and brewers, and while a few 
of the distillers think the tax on spirits 
might be reduced there is no demand on 
their part for the abolition of that tax. On 
the part uf the brewers thére is no request 
foc a repeal of the tax on fermented liquors. 
Indeed, practically, their objection to its re- 
peat amounts to a protest. The repeal of the 
tax on beer would amount to a derangement 
of their business, which has become fixed 
and established. On the part of consumers 
there is not an objettion to the present tax, 
which is coliected without trouble, and the 
revenue from which is annually increasing. 
There is, therefore, no serious complaint 
among the manufacturers of distilled or 
malt liquors, and no demand by them for the 
abolition of taxes on their productions. They 
are not agitating any such repeal. 

The whole clamor for the repeal of the 
whisky. and beer taxes is the work of the 
protectionists, who want to repeal the reve- 
uue taxes. that they may preserve the tariff 
taxes. The manufacturers of cotton and 
woolen goods and of iron and steel are those 
only who are solieitous for the relief of the 
tax-burdened manufacturers and con- 
sumers of whisky, beer, and tobacco, The 
general public, however, fully underst and 
this subject: they understand fully the 
hypocrisy of this pretext for repealing reve- 
nue taxes that protective taxes may be per- 
petuated. It will be the greatest folly on 
the part of Republicans in Congress should 
they repeal the taxes on spirits, beer, and 
tobacco, and leave those levied under the 
tariff untouched.

‘THE SINKING-FUND' FOLLY. 

The anti-reduction-of-tax faction at Wash- 
ington has discovered that the greatest pos- 
sible suiplus revenue that can be collected 
during the year to end June, 1883, is $120,- 
000,000, and this with taxation at its present 
rate. Against this surplus they find that 
Secretary Folger has drawn $85,000,000 from 
the Treasury to pay off bonds that are not 
due, but he has anticipated that much of the 
year’s revenue at the request of Wall street 
to “ease the stock market.” <A statement of 
the “calls” for undue bonds furnishes the 
following particulars;

In addition to these calls there were issued 
two others in May, which were redeemed 
after July 1, and. therefore became parts of 
this year’s payments. These two calls 
amounted to $26,000,000,.making the aggre- 
gate ‘bond redemption payable out of this 
year’s surplus $110,000,000. Already the 
Secretary has paid out $70,000,000. The 
Other $40,000,000 will undoubtedly be soon 
demanded, leaving at the end of the first five 
months of the year but $10,000,000 of the 
whole estimated surplus for the year ending 
next July. The becretary has therefore 
practically expended much of the revenue 
from the taxes which he and the President 
have already asked Congress to repeal. 

Of course the anti-reduction-of-tax states- 
men in Congress are making the mostof this 
extraordinary proceeding on the part of the 
Secretary toshow that Congress cannot, 
must not, and ought not to repeal or reduce 
any taxes, and that the Treasury will need 
all its anticipated surplus in “easing the 
money market” in Walistreet and enabling 
the stock gamblers to continue their cut- 
throat speculations. 

The exhibition of an empty Treasury, or 
of a Treasury exhausted by the payment in 
advance of a public debt not due, and only 
bearing5}¢ per cent interest, is fortified by the 
further statement that there will be $45,000,000 
needed to meet the requirements of the 
sinking fund. This sinking-fund exaction 
has become so notoriously an abusé that its 
further payment pow serves merely as a pre- 
text for the continuance of excessive and op- 
pressive taxation. The sinking fund was 
originally provided by the act of Feb. 28 
1862, and was intended to give credit to the 
Government, which at that time was engaged 
in making loans to carry on the War. The 
law provided that the revenue derived from 
customs duty in coin should be applied to 
the payment in coin of the interest on the 
bonds and notes of the United States, and 
second to the purchase or payment of 1 per 
céentum of the entire debt of the United 
States within each fiscal year after 
July, 1862. This law was neglected un- 
til March 1869, since which time it has 
been in operation. In the meantime, 
however, the debt, after 1865, was 
annually ‘reduced, though not by specific 
purchases ot payments of debt for the sink- 
ing fund. Since 1368 the aunual purchase of 
bonds and payment of the publle debt has 
continued on two lines: One of these has 
been by the purchase of bonds equal to 1 per 
cent of the public debt by appropriations 
made for that purpose and from acerued in- 
terest on all the prior purchases. The sam 
expended for this purpose how annually 
equals $45,000,000, or at the rate of 1 per cent 
on a debt of 860,000,000. In addition to this 
there have been annual expenditures for the 
purchase and payment of the public debt 
ranging from $40,000,000 to $120,000,000. The 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury has now practically 
expended $110,000,000 in the purchase of bonds 
and public debt within five months of the pres- 
ent year. The whote stim needed under the 
strictest requirements of the sinking fund is 
$45,000,000. Is not this $110,000,000 in this 
half-year sufficient to meet the demand for 
payment of the debt without repeat- 
ing the folly of. a specific appro- 
priation ot $45,000,000 for the same 
purpose ?

other expenditure of $45,000,000 for a like 
purpose? Is there no man intelligent 
enough in Congiess to propese that the pay- 
ments or purchases of the public debt since 
July last shall be considered as purchases 
and payments madé on account of the sink- 
ing fund, so far as the requirements of that 
fund for this and succeeding years may de- 
mand? If the sinking fund is of such u sa- 
cred character that it eannot be discontinued 
there is no obligation which prevents the 
Government from making ali its purchases 
and payments of the public debt applicable 
from year to year to that fund. 

But is there any obligation resting upon 
the United States to continue an annual ap- 
proprlation for that sinking fund? When 
the law of 1862 passed there was a necessity 
for some such pledge of the revenues in 
order to sustain or promote thie public eredit. 
This necessity existed during the War and 
for some years thereafter, but it is some- 
what remarkable that while the sinking fund 
was needed te sustain the public credit it was 
wholly ignored, and was only revived when 
it ceased to be needed as a public measure. 
The public debt reached its maximum Jan. 
1, 1866, when it equaled 82, 778. 20, 173. Dec. 
1, 1882, the total outstanding debt of the 
United States was $1,910,824,073,. During the 
period of sixteen years the total purchase 
and payment of the public debt has been 
$862,412,100, This does not include some 
$50,000,000 already set apart by the Treasury 
for bonds payable on demand within the 
present year. Within the sixteen years over 
30 per cent of the public debt has been pur- 
chased or pald, while the requirement to pay 
that debt through a sinking fund of 1 per 
cent falls far short of what has been paid. 

The public creditors are dy no means 
clamorous for their money. No one is press 
ing for its payment. Every dollar paid has 
to be forced upon them. No one will sur- 
render a bond it he can help it. Every call 
for bonds is in fact a purchase, because the 
Secretary offers a bonus of three months’ 
interest, and even then the bonds are held to 
the last moment. Why should there be 
war taxes levied on the people to pay or 
purchase a debt not due, and bearing only 3 
per cent interest? Is not this money worth 
more to the people than 3 ver cent? Why 
should this folly and injustice of taxation to 
keep up the sinking fund be continued, 
when the purchase and payment of the pub- 
lic debt are far in advauce of the require- 
ments of the law? 

But anything in the way of a pretextto 
perpetuate remorseless taxation! Anything 
to justify the taxation of the ordinary neces- 
sities of life will serve the purpose of the 
subsidy and bounty-mongers of a Congress 
which has already been disearded by the 
people, but which in its last hours clings to 
the power of taxing with the energy of vet- 


erans. 
— 
THE REDUCTION OF TAXES. 

The Administration and Congress are un- 
doubtedly right in construing the result of 
the late elections as a popular demand for a 
reduction of taxes. Indignationat the failure 
of Congress to take any steps in this direc- 
tion last winter was an important factor in 
bringmg about the popular verdict against 
the Republicans. In the light of this verdict 
the first duty of the President was to recom- 
mend such reduction, and the first duty of 
Congress was to proceed with such legisla- 
tion as should secere the desired result. But 
the action of the Ways and Means Committee 
in reporting a bill te strike off nearly $50,000,- 
000 by abolishing all taxes on tobacco, which 
was accompiished' py the alliance of all the 
Democrats save one on the committee with 
two Republicans, was a disappointment and 
a shock to the people. It was tantamount to 
the announcement that it any tax reduction 
is to be achieved it must be of a kind to 
spare the special classes who enjoy a bounty 
under the cover of taxation. It was part of 
a program to surrender 80 large an amount 
of revenue derived from the luxuries that it 
would not be possible to release any portion 
of the taxes and bounties assessed upon 
the necessaries of life. In this sense it was 
afraud. The people recognized it as such, 
the press denounced it, and there was a 
manifestation of hostility to the scheme 
which has not been without effect on Con- 
gress. Now it is announced that the Ways 
and Means Committee will proceed at once 
to prepare a bill for the abatement of the 
customs taxes in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Tariff Commission, and 
urge the same for adoption at the present 
session. If this purpose is honestly enter- 
tained, then the Tobacco bill should be with- 
drawn at oncein erder to relieve the trade 
from the embarrassment of the agitation, 
and also assure the public that tax reduction 
shall begin at the tariff and not at the in- 
ternal revenue. 

The popular demand for tax reduction is 
based upon the sense of justice which exacts 
relief from obnoxious and oppressive taxa- 
tion at a time when the surplus revenues are 
largely in excess of the needs of the Govern- 
ment. The surrender of the taxes on whisky 
and tobacco will not fulfill the requirements 
of the case. Those taxes are neither ob- 
noxious nor oppressive. They are paid in 
sinall driblets by the consumers, without pro- 
test and without burden, for the gratification 
of appetites which are neither necessary nor 
commendable. The cheapening of whisky 
and tobacco by the release of taxation will 
not enable the artisan, the laborer, the 
farmer, the salaried clerk, or the man of 
small income to support his family any 
better than before. But 90 per cent 
of the whole American Nation is made 
up of these classes It is the cost 
of boots and shoes, of household goods, 
of domestic hardware, of the implementsand 
tools of labor, of theclothing of men, women, 
and children, of rent, interest, and transpor- 
tatum which makes up the burden of sup- 
porting a family. ‘The only tax reduction 
which can lighten that burden must be made 
upon the necessaries of life. The $140,009,- 
000 of taxes assessed upon spirits, fermented 
liquors, and tobacco might be sacrificed 
without cheapening the cost of living to the 
masses, and such a reduction of taxes would 
fail as completely to meet the popular de- 
mand as if no effort at tax reduction were to 
be made. 

There is another view to be taken of ‘the 
same phase of the case. The release of $50,- 
000,000 of tobacco taxes would lessen the 
taxes to just that amount which are now 
distributed among those who are engaged in 
the tobaceo trade and those who use the 
stuff in its various forms. But the release of 
$50,000,000 of revenue derived from. duties 


would save $250,000,000 to the whole people. 


It is within bounds to say that for every dollar 
collected by the Government from the tariff 


taxes four dollars are collected by the home 


manufacturers to whom the duty-guarantees 
a bonus. In other words, four-fifths of the 
added cost to the comuiodities embraced in 
the tariff system goes into the pockets of the 
“ protected “ classes. Even if it were desir- 
abie, then, to cheapen whisky and tobacco, 
end thereby encourage the consumption 
thereof, the release of taxation en those ar- 
ticles would not afford the people one-fifth 
as much relief as would the release.of the

The re- 
sources of the country will be increased in 


the same proportion, and no condition of af- 


fairs can come about which will place the 
American Nation on the wrong side of the 


balance-sheet in its foreign trade. This is a 


consideration which will contribute to the 
general prosperity of the whole country; it 
will help to ward off a panic and hasten the 
recovery when a panic comes. 

Tue reduction of taxes which the people 
demand is a reduction of the tariff taxes, be- 
cause it is only by such a reduction that the 
burden of taxation can be lightened. Such a 
reduction will cheapen the cost of living to 
the masses and at the same time increase the 
opportunities for capital and enterprise. The 
abolition of the whisky and tobacco taxes will 
accomplish neither of these things; it will 
merely sacrifice public revenue without abat- 
ing the charge upon the people. All the 
taxes assessed under the internal revenue 
system, except those on whisky and tobacco, 
might be stricken off to advantage con- 
temporaneously with the reduction of tariff 
taxés; but whisky and tobacco should yield 
a revenue as long as the Government finds it 
necessary to appeal to the people for support. 
If Congress shall proceed upon any other 
theory in the reduction of taxes, it will dis- 
cover when too late that it Ras misappre- 
hended the public demand. There is no ex- 
cuse for such misapprehension in the light 
of the facts, and there is no reason for delay 
now that the Tariff Commission has pre- 
pared a scheme which will be accepted by 
both the advocates of the tariff and the 
friends of revenue reform as a compromise 
for the present.

It is not long since that Gen. Hazen, who 
has charge of the weather in the United 
States, announced in an unguarded moment 
that we should have an open winter, and his 
prediction was indorsed by sundry beavers, 
crows, and wild geese connected with his 
department, who manifested their agree- 
ment with Gen. Hazen by neglecting to ob- 
serve those precautions which render them 
proof against cold weather. Well, the win- 
ter is open, wide open; there is no doubt 
about that. Every door and window in win- 
ter’s promises appears to be open, and Boreas 
is sending his blizzards through them. 

It is probable that Gen. Hazen was so en- 
gaged with the transit of Venus and the 
sun’s parallax that he neglected to say any- 
thing in his daily observations about the co ld 
wave on ifs way down here from. Manitoba 
and Winnipeg. None the less is he to be 
blamed for leaving a people entirely unpro- 
tected, sunning themseives at a temperature 
of 45 degrees, and ignorant that a blizzard 
was on the way which would knock their 
thermo sdown 60 degrees at one fell 
swoop, lock ug the water in the house-pipes, 
explode th water-backs, chill the gas, nip 
their ears, and expose them to al- 
most every possible discomfort. Such 
a hegiect of duty is unpardonable, and it 
is questionable whether in these new times 
of political awakening and converson an ex- 
ample ought riot to be made of this careless 
functionary who hasentailed so much misery 
upon housekeepers. There is no burden, 


however, which does not bring its compensa- 


tions. That deserving, industrious, and 
cheerful member of the community, that in- 
dustrial ghoul who. fattens upon solder and 
can put in forty-eight hours to the day, that 
ingenious minion of the faucet and cut-off, 
the plumber, will amass a competence in a 
day or two, retire and make room for other 
solderers, and thus many families will be re- 
lieved from any possibility of want, and new 
residences will go upon Prairie and Dear- 
born avenues. The ice men, too, will not 
have to meetin their annual cabal against 
the comfort of the community next summer 
upon the plea of a short crop of ice. 

The true philosophy of the cold term is to 
be patient, turn the water off nights, stay at 
home by a cozy grate fire with a pleasant 
book, dress warmly, walk briskly, sharp- 


shoe the horses and cover them up well,’ 


keep away from the whisky-shops, and have 
a loving thought and generous hand for the 
poor into whose homes these bitter winds 
will blow most searchingly. It is a hard 
tine for them at the best, and the scanty 
stocks of fuel are soon exhausted in trying 
to shut out the blasts.

AN OPERA-HOUSE FOR THE PEOPLE. 
It 8 a fair illustration of the reckless ex- 
travagance of the French that at a time when 
the Government is.seriously crippled in its 
resources and public and private credit rest. 
upon such insecure foundadons that the peo- 
ple are on the very verge of bankruptcy the 
Municipal Council of Paris, which controls 
a budget of no ordinary size and is burdened 
with adebt of huge dimensions, has voted 
300,000 francs, or $60,000, towards the estab- 
lishment of an opera for the people.“ The 
city already has one opera-house, a relie of 
imperial days, famous the world over for its 
marvels of architecture, adornment, and ap- 
pointments, a glittering pile of marble, brass, 
gilding, upholstery, and statuary, which at 
first glance, it would seem, ought to satisfy 
any people. This house, however, was built 
for the nobility, the rich, and the aristocracy. 
It is an emblem and a souvenir of royalty 
and not a resort for the bourgeoisie, 
still less for the commoners and the 
workingmen. Itis not democratic, and the 
Republic must have a»democratic opera- 
house, The many must be accommodated as 
well as the few, and so long as the Govern- 


ment now is a Government of the many and 


not of the few, and subventions for popular 
amusement are part of the Government’s 
policy, why should not the many have an 
Oobera-house as well as the privileged few? 
From one point of view this French folly 
is perfectly logical, for if one class, and that 
the wealthy and fashionable, who can afford 
to pay for their opera-houses, are provided 
with them without expense by the State, 
most certainly the- poorer classes have the 


right to demand that they too shall be pro- 


vided for by this generous mother, though 
her purse is well nigh empty. YPossibiy this 
is a sequitur the builders of the creat opera- 
house did not anticipate, because they did 
not expect that they themselves would be 
ousted and that the people would be King. 
Such being the case, it is. perfectly proper 
that the people should protest against a 
monopoly of amusement by the fashionable. 
The latter do nothing for themselves or the 
word und have plenty of time for entertain-

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Voorhees’ New Biull Against Rallroads— 


The Arlington Case. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 5.—In the Sen- 
ate today Mr. Voorhees introduced a bill pro- 
viding that in all acuons for debt or damages 
against a railroad cotporation whose proper- 
ty and franchises are in the hands of a He- 
ceiver the jurisdiction of the Circuit and Dis- 
trict Courts of the United States shall not be 
exclusivé for the trial of the same, but con- 
current, at the option of the plaintiffs in such 
actions, with the courts of the various States 
within whose jurisdiction such actions may 
arise. This bill is an important one in the 
interest of local justice. Under existing laws 
everybody is driven into the distant Federal 
courts to recover for the loss of stock, fences, 
or crops destroyed tya road while in the 
hands of a Receiver. This amounts to a 
practical denial of justice nine cases out of 
ten. Senator Voorbees prop to allow claim- 
ants to bring suit in their owd counties. He also 
has a bill printing. in last session, re- 
Alling the jurisdiction now possessed by the 
ederal courts in all actions between citizens 
and National banking associations. These are 
useful retorms in the administration of justice, 

and ought to be adopted without delay.

SECRET HISTORY. 


How Congressional Legisiation Was 
Controlled by the Steering Com 
mittee.““ 


New York Grap te. 

WaASRINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6.—Congressmen as 
a rule ere in bad humor. They are disposed to 
complain of things generally, and the Western 
members especially criticise the conduct of. 
affaires during the last session. One of the things 
which they complain of was what was known as 
the “Steering Committee in the House. 
There is an interesting history connected with 
the origin and composition of this somewhat 
anomalous coterie which das never been 
written, having been up to this time enveloped 
in the secrets of the caucus. It is as follows: 

Mr. Robeson became Chairman of the caucus 
as che result of an agreement between the rival 
candidates for the Speakership the day before 
the election for that office occurred. With this 
understanding the House tirst met for organiza- 
tion, and Mr. Robeson was placed in the chair. 
After the transaction of business. which was 
contined to the election of the officers of the“ 
House, Mr. Hiscock made the motion that the 
Chairman of the caucus appoint an Executive 
Committee to mark out the policy of the party 
for the session. This was done just at the ad- 
journment, and some days later Mr. Robeson 
named the following committee, to-wit: Robe- 
son of New Jersey, Butterworth of Ohio, Kas- 
son of Iowa, Hubbell of Michigan, Cannon of 
lilinois, Anderson of Kansas, Reed of Maine, 
Shballenberger of Pennsylvania, and of 
Califoroia. Little was beard of this com- 
mittee, and things ran along smooothiy until 
the committeey had loaded the calendars with 
val ious bifls, quite a number of which 
had stanch advocates in the House, who urged 
their consideradon In season and out of season.

' AMHERSTBURG, Ont., Oct. 8.— Te Detroit River 
closed up solid last night, and the thermometer 
went down to 10 degrees below zero.

The schooner Harvey Bissell struck something 
coming iu the berbor last night, and her pumps 
bave been worked last nigbt and today to keep 
her afloat. At 12 o'clock last night ber tow-line, 
which was holding her to the dock, was cut by 
the ice, and she drifted down the river and on 
the chunnel bank. Her anchor was let go, but 
it caught a cake of ice and would not hold her. 
A gang of men came down from Detroit to work 
ber pumps. 

The barge Manitowoc, loaded with coal from 
Bullaio to Chicago, which was laid up here, had 
been on the bottom ail day yesterday and listed, 
sprang a leak last night and made eighteen 
inches of water. Three vessels were reported 
in the ice below Colchester this morning.

Near a little station called Homewood, in the 
Town of Thornton, an aged German named 
Henry Zimmer keeps a country general store.“

Thursday night about 9 o’clock the old man was 
preparing to close his 
son Henry, a young 
being with him at the time, when two men sud- 
denly appeared at the entrance. Oneof them 
carried a double-barreled gua in bis hand, the 
other a shining pistol, and both wore handker- 
chiefs about their faces and their hats pulled 
over their eyes. The lights bad already been put 
oul in the store except that the a proprietor 
carried in his hand an ordinary lantern which 
gave forth ea sickly blaze.

Mr. Ridaleberger has also had some ex- 
perience as a duelist, though it is not gener- 
ally understood that he cut so sorry a fig- 
ure on che “field of honor as McCarty at- 
ributes to him. In October of last year Mr. 
irne, the editor of a Richmond paper, took 
occasion to say in print that he was altogether 
3 of belief. In the same 1 tag 
George D. Wise, the Bourbon politician, 
wrote acardin which he denounced him as 
a liar and a scoundrel. In response to these 
leasant little epithets he promptiy chal- 
enged both the editor and the politician. 
Mr. Beirne he met first, but at the last mo- 
ment it was found that the seconds had 
forgotten to supply caps for the dueling 
pistols, and Riddleberger refused to wait 
till they could be secured.

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was active yesterday, 
and steady at former rates—at 7@é per cent. 
There were no new features, but remarks were 
made to the effect that woney cootinues to 
promise an easier tone in the near future, as 
collections on mercantile accounts in the coun- 
try are improving, which lessens the demand for 
accommodation in the city. The demand by the 
country for currency continues large. A good 
deal is going out to Iowa and Illinois for hogs, 
and the movement is fair to wheat sections. 
There is a little demand for cribbing corn. 

The clearings of the Chicago banks aggregated 
88.208.000, being $300,000 less than the total for 
Thursday. 

Eastern exchange was steady. Some banks 
reported the range at 60@75c discount per $1,000, 
while others quoted sales only at 600. 

Fureign exchange was steady at Thursday's 
decline.

The leading produce markets were rather slow 
yesterday. There was not much lite in any de- 
partment except oats, which are having a lively 
time as a consequence of interference by Peoria. 
Provisions were stronger and wheat and coro 
firmer, the latter because of light receipts. 

Provisions were rather quiet, but stronger. 
Pork advanced 100 on the near futures and lic 
on the more deferred. Lard sold up about 5c, 
and ribs showed little change, but all closed firm 
at the outside, though Liverpool reported the 
extraordinary decline of 2@2s 6d per 
owt on meats. Hogs were quoted steady, 
and there was little outside business here, 
while local operators were oppressed by 
the belief that a leading packer is bearishly dis- 
posed and the other leading packer forbearish- 
ly inctined. But the demand by local buyers 
was good enough to cause the advance above 
noted in pork and lard, while ribs were held up 
by the general belief that they are. cornered for 
this year. It was said that there was a number 
of export orders on the market for both lard and 
meats, but both limited below what holders were 
asking, especially ongmeats. The pressure for 


-meats is described as rather a close one, parties 


being anxious to get hold of ali they can obtain 
to load on a steamer which will sail Dec. 10 
for Germany. The reason is that it 
ig expected the German ports will be 
closed to American pork and lard on Jan. 1. It 
is evident that the time limit on shipments from 
this city to sail from New York a week from 
Saturday has been about reached. On the aft- 
ernoon call the market closed stronger, being 50 
higher on pork and 2%c higher on lard. 

Flour was again in fair export demand, though 
there was reason to believe that some limits 
were reduced. The market is quoted steady, 
with a dull local trade. Bran and other mill- 
stuffs were dull. 

Wheat was dull and firmer, closing about Me 
above the latest prices of Thursday. Public 
and private telegrams united in calling the Brit- 
ish markets dull and depressed, and there was 
no demand here to speak of. But our receipts 
were very small, and thé trade got hold of the 
idea that they are going to be ‘light for some 
time to come, while New York is understood to 
be in the preliminary throes of a December cor- 
ner. These facts detetmined the market up in- 
stead of down. The ‘imports of the United 
Kingdom are larger at latest advices than a 
year previously, and is not much prospect 
of a brisk Winter demand from that source 
here. There was a moderate demand yes- 
terday for red wheat, which advanced it 
to a premium of Xe over No. 2 spring, the 
latter only being wanted to apply on contracts 
in this market. The lob grades were dull and 
steady, with only an occasionai bid. On the 
afternoon call the market was a shade firmer. 

Corn was quiet and irregularly steady. There 
was Httle changein May, & decline on Febru- 
ary and January, and de decline on the year, 
all closing about the same as on Thursday after- 
noon. The British markets were publicly called 
dull, and private cables reported free sellers at 
lower prices. But our receipts were 
small, and all of the arrivals were 
not on the market, several receivers 
having instructions not to sell their holdings of 
rejected for less than S0c. There is great re- 
luctauce to sell at less than that figure here, as 
buyers in the country are paying relatively 
more. The lower grades advanced fully „e here 
on the diminished supply, and there appeared to 
be a good shipping demand at the improvement, 
with rumors that some vessel-room had been 
chartered for corn on the seabdard which is not 
there now that it is wanted. The speculative 
trade, however, did not seem to realize this 
feature of the situation, and mat part of the 
market ruled tame.
